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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


As we write this brief letter of important activities dur- 
ing the past year we are confronted with the figures that 
must be brought before our budget committee for approval 
for 1963. If they are approved as presented the taxpayer 
can look forward to another increase in taxes — which is 
not a happy thought. However, if the demand for services 
supplied by the town continue to grow the citizen so sup- 
plied must expect to pay the cost. 


During 1962 the Selectmen carried out the wishes of 
the citizens as approved by the annual town meeting. We 
herewith list the important items. 


After much delay due to legal procedure in regard to the 
land involved, final papers were signed for the construction 
of our new Post Office. This will be a tremendous improve- 
ment in this area of Main Street, plus the advantages gained 
by an up-to-date postal facility. 


One of the more pressing problems that face the Select- 
men is the public dump operated by the town. It is difficult 
to maintain such a service without the cooperation of the 
people who make use of it. As in any service such as this, 
there are always a few who make it difficult for the many. 
We cannot stress too strongly that this service needs and 
expects the cooperation of every citizen if the service is to 
continue in a manner acceptable to officials responsible for 
the proper use of this service. 


We authorized repairs to the municipal building this past 
year due to the fact some changes must be made in regard 
to our Civil Defense Program, Police Department, Munici- 
pal Court, and Fire Department. Progress has been made 
on these important changeovers, and should be completed 
in 1963. It should also be noted that space has been supplied 
for the parking of more cars in the rear of this building. 
This was made possible by the cooperation of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company. 
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We completed weather-stripping all windows and doors 
in the Treat Memorial Library this past year. Considerable 
amount will be saved on fuel with this added protection. 


We still continue our program on surplus food. Many 
families are helped by this assistance. We feel the citizens 
should know that this particular program takes much time 
and effort on the part of the Selectmen. 


We are in hopes to have Church Street completed this 
year. This construction was delayed one year with the 
thought in mind we could save money by waiting until we 
had the amount of money needed to complete the job rather 
than try to construct a portion each year. 


Our Planning Survey authorized last year will be started 
soon. Final approval was received from the State of Maine 
plus the grant from the Federal Government. It is our 
opinion this survey will be of considerable value in the 
years ahead. 


This past year saw an increase in the Welfare Depart- 
ment. Much of the money spent was alloted to the Aid to 
Dependent Children Program, which is supervised by the 
State Welfare Agency. We do have some request for aid 
throughout the year from persons who have this need on a 
temporary basis. We have at the present time four active 
cases which are the responsibility of Livermore Fails. How- 
ever, it is difficult to say how many we might have to- 
morrow. 


We believe our Fire Department, both equipment and 
men, are on a par with other towns our size. The members 
of this department spend many hours throughout the year 
learning the several methods used by full time departments. 
These sessions are usually supervised by expert firefighters, 
and we feel the time spent by our members learning these 
methods are profitable to themselves and the town. 


Financially speaking, we feel the town is in a healthy 
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position. The School Bonds on the Grammar School and 
Gym have been retired in full. We have established Capi- 
tal Reserve Funds on Sewers, New Fire Truck, Winter 
Equipment for snow removal, Power Shovel, School Bus, 
and Heating System at the High School. As of January 1, 
1963, the total amount of money in these funds was 
$51,609.39. When the above items are needed, this fund will 
be mighty welcome by one and all. We feel it is good busi- 
ness to keep these funds growing a little each year. As our 
1962 accounts have not had a complete audit we cannot say 
just what our surplus will be. However, we feel safe in 
saying it will be in the neighborhood of $40,000.00 plus. 


In closing, we take the opportunity to thank all those 
citizens who have interested themselves in their Town Gov- 
ernment. We also thank those who have made themselves 
available when called upon by the Selectmen for the sev- 
eral committees needed to carry out some particular activi- 
ty. We assure you it was appreciated. Last but not least 
we appreciate the assistance of our office force, Mrs. Hood 
and Mrs. Wardwell. Both of these ladies make the work 
of the Selectmen a pleasure.

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SEWER REPORT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Livermore Falls 
Gentlemen: 


Our annual report on the activities of the Sewer Depart- 
ment carried on by the Livermore Falls Water District is 
hereby submitted: 


The new drainage bed put in at the Poland Development 
in 1957 seems to be proving satisfactory. This year it was 
resurfaced with peastone and it is proposed to spray it in 
the Spring to keep weeds and grass out. The only other 
expense to date is keeping the drainage ditch open. All 
sewers are regularly flushed Spring and Fall. All eight river 
entrances are periodicaily checked. 


Several sewer mains had to be opened, caused mostly by 
roots. The eight inch line on the west side of Lower Park 
Street in front of C. Wilgar Moore had to be re-opened 
three times. The 12” line on Upper Main at Gagnon Street 
had to be flushed out several times, sand being the cause of 
the trouble. 


Other sewers called to be opened: 


Latham Terrace Between Otis & Prospect Sts. 
Fairview Avenue Green Street 

Pearl St. (2) Main at Millett St. 

Park St. below Maple St. Between School & Depot St. 
Spring St. Upper Church St. 

High St. at Pearl St. Knapp St. at Green St. 

Otis Street Sewall St. at Depot St. 


Several calls came in and after checking into the man- 
holes it was found to be their own line. 


Only two open tees had to be plugged off this year, both 
being on Union Street. 
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The old entrance from the Alvino building into Main 
Street was plugged off and a new larger line entering 
Bridge Street was put in by the Town crew for the new 
Post Office building. The two entrances on Main Street at 
Dr. Williams and the old “K. of C.” hall were also sealed 
off. Two new entrances were put in at the Tri Town Plaza, 
one at Main and Monroe Streets, the other at Richardson 
Avenue. A new entrance was also put in for Archie Samp- 
son on Otis Street. 


several manholes in the system were located during the 
summer’s work. The same were raised, which makes it 
much easier to get to the main lines at intersections. 


Only one sewer had to be steamed out this past winter. 


As has been our custom the past years, forty-seven cus- 
tomers needing assistance, sewer tape, sanfax, locations, 
etc., were accommodated.

FRANKLIN COUNTY AREA FAMILY COUNSELING 
SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Livermore Falls: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as represent- 
ative to the Franklin County Area Family Counseling Ser- 
vice, Inc.: 


The Counseling Service is financially supported by 18 
participating towns, together with matching funds from the 
State of Maine Department of Health and Welfare. Our 
share in 1962 was $1,125.00, the sum appropriated at the last 
Town Meeting. 


Each subscribing town has one representative who serves 
on the Board of Directors. As the Livermore Falls repre- 
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sentative, I have attended all but one of the meetings of 
the Board of Directors and all of the meetings of the Exec- 
utive Committee, of which this year I served as President. 


The Psychologist and Director of the Counseling Service, 
Dr. Anna Austin Small, spends one full day every two weeks 
in Livermore Falls and, in addition, sees people in her of- 
fice in Farmington. 


During 1962, Dr. Small had 433 interviews with people in 
our town, 160 with children, 213 with adults, 41 with school 
personnel, and 19 with other professional people and inter- 
ested citizens. This is 16% of Dr. Small’s case load for the 
year. A summary of the work done by the Counseling Ser- 
vice in Livermore Falls is published each month in the 
Advertiser. 


It is Dr. Small’s policy to see everyone who asks for an 
appointment, as soon as possible, with a waiting period of 
not longer than two weeks. Appointments may be made by 
calling the office, Farmington No. 3291. 


Again this year, we, in Livermore Falls, have certainly 
received our fair share of the work which has been done 
by the Counseling Service. I hope that we will continue to 
give it our support. 


I wish to thank the Selectmen for giving me the oppor- 
tunity of sharing in the administration of this valuable com- 
munity service.

CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1962. 


The Cuban Crisis brought to our attention the import- 
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ance of preparedness not only for the community but also 
for the individual family. Immediately following the state 
of emergency declared by the government all local civil 
defense organizations were placed on a standby basis and 
meetings were held with state and local members of gov- 
ernment concerning the formulation of emergency plans. 
In addition many requests were received from local citi- 
zens concerning available literature on shelter construc- 
tion and stocking. All of these requests were handled and 
in addition, booklets on these subjects were placed in the 
Post Office and made available to the public. 


During the year additional members joined the local staff 
following their completion of a Standard American Red 
Cross course which was conducted by a representative of 
the County organization. 


Members of the regular and civil defense police partici- 
pated in a seven week advanced police course which was 
held in Auburn. 


The local staff participated in radio and radiac drill 
every Wednesday, with the exception of one, during 1962. 
Also many other duties were carried out by local members 
upon instruction from County. 


The first drill for the newly formed Androscoggin Coun- 
ty Fire Task Force was held in Livermore Falls and mem- 
bers of this group were furnished with refreshments by 
the local mass-feeding team under the direction of Welfare 
Director Agnes Ryder. 


Plans were formulated and work is presently in progress 
for the transfer and remodeling of the civil defense control 
center in the basement of the fire house. Part of the money 
for this project will be furnished by the government. 


In closing, I am taking this opportunity to thank the fol- 
lowing for their fine cooperation and active participation in 
helping to organize and maintain our civil defense pro- 
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gram in Livermore Falls: The Livermore Falls Selectmen; 
Night Police Officer, Cecil Ryder; Fire Chief, Kenneth 
Coombs; Robert Beaulieu, Clayton Wilkins, Raymond Clou- 
tier and Danny Pomerleau. Without the assistance of the 
above it would have been impossible to maintain the type 
civil defense program required by the government.

Under Articles No. 51 and 52 at the March, 1962, Town 
Meeting, it was voted to empower the Board of Selectmen 
to enter into contracts with the proper State and Federal 
agencies for a Comprehensive Planning Survey of the 


Town and money was appropriated for the use of the 
Planning Board. 
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Several meetings were held in 1962 with representatives 
of the State Department of Economic Development and of 
the James Sewall Co. of Old Town to lay plans for such 
a Survey. 


A formal contract was finally adopted in December, 1962, 
calling for completion of the Survey within twelve months 
after the approval by State, Federal and Town officials and 
the Planning Board.

To report a fire, phone 7-3359. This phone will contact 
the Fire Station and three Fire Department Officers day or 
night. 


The apparatus and equipment of the Fire Department re- 
main the same as last year. Five trucks fully equipped to 
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combat all types of fires, two Scott Air Paks for heavy 
smoke or under water work and one resuscitator for rescue 
breathing. 


The radio system has been very instrumental throughout 
the year in reporting fires discovered by the Police De- 
partment and in directing equipment to fires, saving both 
time and travel. 


Equipment destroyed or damaged at fires total $800.00, of 
which replacement or repairs have been made. 


An Electric Hose Dryer was recently purchased and in- 
stalled at the Fire Station which is an item that is very 
much needed in the care of our wet hose. Four new snow- 
tread tires were purchased and mounted on the Ford Tank 
Truck as well as a new engine which was also installed in 
the truck. The so-called new Maxim Pumper developed 
engine trouble and required major repairs. Four Indian 
Pumps were also purchased. 


I wish at this time to extend my appreciation to the 
Selectmen, Officers and Members of the Fire Department 
for their co-operation during the year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF LIVERMORE FALLS 


For The Year Ending December 31, 1962 


Your public health nurse works under the direction of 
the Maine Department of Health and Welfare in a gen- 
eralized program. This means that the nurse gives service 
on a community-wide basis to babies in the child health 
conferences, to children in the schools, and to families in 
their homes. 
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The type of public health nursing service rendered in 
your town must change to keep pace with changing com- 
munity needs. Recently more emphasis has been placed on 
health care of the chronically ill and the aged in their own 
homes whenever it has been possible to work out ways for 
such care. It has been necessary for the nurse to teach 
some member of the family how to give insulin to the dia- 
betic individual whose eyesight was failing. It has been 
possible to assist the docter in estimating the need for 
change in medication or other treatment by making careful 
observation. of the sick person during visits, checking blood 
pressure at specified intervals, and reporting to the physi- 
cian. Almost daily the opportunity arose for the nurse to 
give guidance to someone: someone who needed to reach 
& doctor, sameone who needed to discuss his diet and how 
he might make use of available foods, and perhaps most im- 
portant te be a good listener to someone who needed to 
feel that he was wanted, and loved. These are just a few 
instances of public health nursing services which involved 
much time, knowledge of resources — how and when to use 
them, as well as special nursing skills, none of which lends 
itself well to statistical reporting or other kind of measure- 
ment. 

Protection against communicable diseases has been of- 
fered at all child conferences and at school immunization 
clinics. The number of completed immunizations given is 
shown in the following table:

Diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus (in com-

Tetanus 148 
Poliomyelitis 740 
Smallpox 189 


The health council has continued to assist in the com- 
munity activities Including child conferences, school im- 
munizations and examinations, and in making available 
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some recommended corrections which could not be ob- 
tained through limited family budgets. The health council 


is the community group sponsoring the Future Nurses Club 
at Livermore Falls High School. 


One great unmet need at present is a special class for the 
young children who learn at a slower pace than others, or 
for those, who for some reason, need special attention in a 
small group. This is a health need, mentally, emotionally, 
and physically. With your support this class can become a 
reality next fall. It can be a blessing bestowed not only 
on this group, but also on their children.

3. Arrangements with the officials of the new 
ski development, located on the Deane Farm, 
whereby the children are welcome without 
charge. 
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4. The hall in the Municipal Building is made 
available to the older group which they operate 
as a teen-age center, and, we might add, 
successfully. 


These programs mentioned operate very successfully. 
We feel the children appreciate the effort made by the town 
to supply these programs. It is our hope that the town will 
vote to continue its approval by again appropriating the 
necessary funds. 


The Selectmen take this opportunity to thank all those 
interested citizens who assisted us this past year.

COMMENTS 
January 1, 1961 to December 31, 1961 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Liver- 
more Falls has been completed for the year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1961. The audit consisted of an examination of the 
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records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector and other municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed amounted to $5,954.73, 
per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $6,832.36 
Overdraft 877.63 
Net Unexpended Balance $5,954.73 


The unallocated balances of excise tax revenue and over- 
lay were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. The overdraft occurred in the summer 


and winter roads account. 
* * * 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS .. . . The general fund cash balance of 
$58,716.69 was on deposit in the Livermore Falls Trust Com- 
pany, Livermore Falls, Maine, at December 31, 1961. 


Accounts receivable of $765.20 consisted of current 
charges for State and other towns’ welfare and for rent of 
the municipal courtroom. 


Taxes receivable totaled $14,722.58. Of this amount, 
$14,318.66 was for unpaid accounts on the 1961 commitment 
and the remaining balance of $403.92 applied to delinquent 
accounts for the years 1959 and 1960. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property totaled $144.00 and 
$528.57 respectively. 


Unpaid 1961 sewer assessments totaled $400.00. 


RESERVES .. . . The operating accounts showed 
an unexpended balance of $49,886.20. This amount included 
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various account balances, particularly for education, which 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements and/or authority of the municipal offi- 
cials. 


The unexpended balance of the primary school construc- 
tion account amounted to $1,919.04. Current charges to the 
account totaled $40,074.62, of which $32,074.62 was for con- 
struction and furnishings, and $8,000.00 was for bond re- 
demption. The payment of bonds from the available funds 
was authorized by the townspeople. 


SURPLUS .. .. .. The unappropriated surplus amount- 
ed to $23,516.08, a decrease of $11,369.27 for the year. The 
change was oceasioned principally by authorized transfers 
of $17,332.00 for specified purposes, less the lapsed unex- 
pended departmental balance of $5,954.78. 


DEBT FUND .. . .. The debt fund, incorporated in 
the balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstand- 
ing school construction bonds totaling $146,000.00. Redemp- 
tion requirements are $26,000.00 in 1962 and $15,000.00 an- 
nually thereafter through 1970. 


TRUST FUNDS .. . . Trust fund principals totaled 
$8,257.75 and unexpended income amounted to $158.17. The 
funds were on deposit in the Livermore Falls Trust Com- 
pany. 

CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS .. . Funds set aside 
for future capital expenditures totaled $47,837.61 at De- 
cember 31, 1961. The funds are segregated as follows:

The funds are invested in time deposits in the Livermore 
Falls Trust Company. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS... . .. The depart- 
mental accounts showed an increase of $21,565.92 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
However, the gross budget for 1961 showed an increase of 
$28,565.92, which in addition to the increase in taxes, was 
financed by authorized transfers from excise tax revenue 
and surplus. The larger appropriations were noted partic- 
ularly in the protection, education and debt retirement ac- 
counts. 


The departmental balances carried forward increased 
$6,513.75, as compared with the balances at the beginning 
of the year. The change occurred for the most part in the 
education and highway accounts. 


GENERAL .. . .. The townspeople authorized the 
use of excise tax revenue and unappropriated surplus to fi- 
nance the following activities: .

RECOMMENDATIONS .. ... The recommendation

pertaining to the sale of services and materials by the high- 
way department, which was submitted in the preceding 
audit report, is again offered for consideration. For more 
adequate control, such sales should first be authorized by 
the selectmen and billings made from that office. Payments 
of these charges should be remitted direct to the town trea- 
surer rather than to highway department personnel. 


It is also recommended that supplemental taxes be com- 
mitted in accordance with Chapter 399, Public Laws of 
1955. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made at date of audit and recon- 
ciled with current receipts. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements and/or bank confirmation. Verifications were 
utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of re- 
corded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of re- 
ceipts retained by the collector. Debt, trust and reserve 
fund transactions were reviewed. Surety bond coverage 
was examined. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information pre- 
sent fairly the financial position of the Town at December 
31, 1961, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.

All taxpayers should read and comply with the follow- 
ing requirements, quoted from Section 35, Chapter 81, 
Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944. 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting

Because of the limited time between preparation of the 
annual school budget and the early date of town meeting, 
this report will give an overall picture of our school sys- 
tem, rather than stressing particular emphasis to any one 
part of our school program. 


Schools are an important feature of every community. 
How well they are run is of major significance to the citi- 
zens of the entire community, as well as to the students 
now in school, some of whom will become the active adult 
citizens of the future. 


One of the comments I hear most often in relation to our 
public schools is that parents and citizens of the town know 
little of what is going on in our school system. I feel that 
this is one of the weaknesses of our system. I also believe, 
however, that this is not the fault of the school and its ad- 
ministration alone. Every school should carry on a vigorous 
public relations program to help people see the schools as 
they really are and feel a personal involvement. Parents 
should have at least a speaking acquaintance with their 
children’s teachers. If the school administration is lax in 
keeping parents informed about the schools, the curriculum 
and its activities, parents are equally lax in taking advan- 
tage of attending P.T.A. meetings and other such oppor- 
tunities that permit them to have closer contacts with the 
faculty, where such relationships would enable them to do 
a much better job in evaluating our program than they 
otherwise could. In my fifteen years as an administrator in 
the Livermore Falls Schools, I have observed that with less 
than forty teachers on our staff, attendance records at these 
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meetings show a two or three to one ratio of teachers over 
parents or citizens. 


One of the major problems not only in Livermore Falls, 
but throughout the nation, is drop outs. Statistics show that 
the number of pupils who enter the first grade and fail to 
continue through the twelfth and graduate from high school 
is alarming. If schools are to be effective in reducing the 
number of drop outs and in preparing young people with 
saleable skills, students must be assured that they will not 
face a dead end when they leave school. It is crucial that 
young people feel that they have a contribution to make to 
society no matter what their level of skill and that mean- 
ingful job opportunities be provided. Our teachers must 
know and love their work and want to transfer this love 
and knowledge to others. Inspirational teaching can mean 
the difference between sticking it out and dropping out. On 
all of us falls the responsibility of motivating our young 
men and women toward educational goals best suited to 
their talents. 


Our young men and women must hold to this and we must 
see that they do. Once they have settled on a course of 
study best suited for them, they must discipline themselves 
to follow through with energy and purpose. Too often in 
the changed type of living in this generation, parents be- 
come too involved in their own personal affairs that they 
delegate the home life and responsibilities of their children 
to the schools and churches. Perhaps we have reached a 
stage of compulsory education for adults to their family 
obligations. 


The best selling point education can offer is to invite every — 
citizen to visit our schools to observe, first hand, those 
things which give the pupil the proper foundation for learn- 
ing. 

Enrollment 


Our overall enrollment has shown a gradual increase over 
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the past several years. Statistics of the number enrolled 
will be found elsewhere in this report. 


Teachers 


There was only one change in the faculty at the Grammar 
School this year. Leslie Gatchell replaced Mrs. Rita Labbe 
who taught last year while her husband completed require- 
ments for his B.S. degree in education at Farmington State 
Teachers College and they returned to Aroostook County 
when school closed in June to teach near their home. Mr. 
Gatchell is a graduate of Farmington State Teachers Col- 
lege, and besides teaching the sixth grade is coach of Gram- 
mar School sports. 


At the Primary School the only change in personnel was 
caused by granting Mrs. Dorothy Mann, one of our second 
grade teachers, a year’s leave of absence, without pay, to 
secure her B.S. degree at Farmington State Teachers Col- 
lege. Mrs. Laura Maxwell a former teacher at the River- 
side School in Livermore is filling this position for this year. 


When the St. Rose School dropped their sub-primary 
grade at the opening of school in September approximately 
seventeen beginning pupils enrolled in the Livermore Falls 
schools. This brought the number of sub-primary pupils in 
excess of eighty, making it necessary to have four half-day 
classes instead of three. No regular certified teacher was 
available to teach this group and as a stop gap measure, 
Mrs. Jacqueline Luciano, a regular substitute took over on 
a temporary basis. A substitute teacher can only substitute 
in the absence of a teacher. Due to the fact that this class 
did not come under the category of substitute teaching it 
was necessary to make a change to comply with certifica- 
tion regulations. Mrs. Meredith Dalessandro was secured 
as a permit teacher. 


There were eight new teachers in the High School facul- 
ty. George Anderson, assistant principal, was elevated to 
principal when Aaron Nelson, Jr. resigned to accept a fel- 
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lowship at Stamford University in California to study for 
his doctorate. Earl Atwood of Norway was secured as head 
of the Industrial Arts Department. Miss Kathleen Hinds 
replaced Mrs. Mary Dow as language instructor. Keith 
Humphrey of Washburn replaced Kermit Knowles as 
Physical Education instructor who left the teaching field to 
enter business. Gordon MacNeil of Bath, replaced Miss 
Pauline Sommer who retired from the teaching profession. 
She had been in the Commercial department at Livermore 
Falls High School for the past 14 years. Donald Wharton of 
Madison, replaced Richard Steele of Lewiston, as English 
instructor. Mr. Steele returned to admissions work at Bates 
College where he had been previously substituting. 


Donald Veneziano of Fairfield, was secured as science and 
math teacher and coach of football, replacing Mr. Anderson 
as coach. Philip Plummer, former Vocational Agriculture 
instructor, replaced F. Ronell Bradbury as special teacher 
in the International Paper Company Foundation program 
and Thomas Gardner of Sanford, was added to the faculty 
to assist in this program. 


Harold Breen of Oakland succeeded John Epina as Direc- 
tor of Music. Mr. Epina resigned in July to accept a posi- 
tion at Greenwich, Conn., at a substantial increase in sal- 
ary, which also afforded him the opportunity of studying 
for his doctorate degree in music at Columbia University. 


The music program was interrupted during the first 
semester when Mr. Breen resigned because of a family sit- 
uation. Arthur Harvey of Moncton, N. B., accepted the po- 
sition as director of Music and began his duties when school 
reopened after the Christmas recess. 


Mr. Atwood is a graduate of Gorham State Teachers Col- 
lege and has seven years teaching experience at Norway. 
Miss Hinds graduated from St. Joseph’s College and has 
seven years teaching experience coming here from New 
Gloucester. Mr. MacNiel graduated from Bliss Business Col- 
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lege in 1962. Mr. Humphrey graduated in 1962 from Aroo- 
stook State Teachers College with a B.S. degree in physical 
education. Mr. Wharton attended Fort Kent State Teachers 
College for three years and graduated June 1962 from 
Farmington State Teachers College. Mr. Veneziano re- 
ceived his B.S. degree from the University of Maine in 
1962. Mr. Gardner received his B. A. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Maine in 1962. Mr. Harvey received his B.S. de- 
gree in 1955 from Gordon College and has three and one 
half years teaching experience, two of which were at 
Mechanic Falls. 


International Paper Company Foundation 


Livermore Falls High School received its seventh annual 
grant from the International Paper Company Foundation 
in September 1962. The projects requested this year were 
as follows: 


A. The continuation, expansion and improvement of the 
program for the less academically talented student. 


B. The use of field trips and related activities to provide 
worthwhile experiences for culturally deprived stu- 
dents. 


This semester an on-the-job training program has been 
adopted and the third year group will spend half of the 
school day in the classroom and the other half working in 
various business establishments, hospitals, industry, etc., to 
better prepare them for what they will be faced with when 
they complete the program and are obliged to seek employ- 
ment to earn their own living. This is an experimental part 
of the project and it cannot be evaluated until time has 
been spent in this area. 


In November Mr. Plummer was called into government 
foreign service and it was necessary to make another change 
in instructors for this program. Thomas Gardner, who had 
been serving as part time assistant to Mr. Plummer was 
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placed in charge of the program and Mrs. David Fast of 
Wilton was secured as a part time assistant to him. This, 
we believe, was an improvement as heretofore, even though 
girls were enrolled in the program all of their instruction 
was from men teachers. Mrs. Fast is a fully certified be- 
ginning teacher and has added much to the project. 


Elementary Retarded Class 


Because of the success of the Special Program at the sec- 
ondary level, many interested citizens and parents, headed 
by the local Health Council, prepared the ground work and 
held several public meetings. They met with the School 
Committee to request a similar program for elementary 
students from grades two through six. Suitable classroom 
accommodations are available and funds have been includ- 
ed in the budget for this year, which if approved by the 
voters will enable a program of this nature to be adopted. 
It is much needed and worthwhile and it is hoped that it 
will receive public approval. One of our regular elemen- 
tary teachers has agreed to secure the necessary prepara- 
tion to be certified to teach this class and be approved by 
the State Department of Education which will mean that 
part of the cost of the program will be subsidized by the 
state. 


Repairs and Improvements 


Over and beyond the usual repairs and replacements this 
year an unused part of the old high school auditorium was 
rebuilt into a splendid high school library. At the Gram- 
mar school, what might have been a serious situation oc- 
curred in October a few minutes prior to dismissal of school, 
when the oil burner exploded causing damage to the cinder 
block walls and blowing a large window from the outside 
wall twenty feet out onto the playground. For further safe- 
ty and protection a new oil burner with electronic controls 
was installed. The vocational building was remodeled into 
a two teacher industrial arts building, following the dis- 
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continuance of the Vocational Agriculture course because 
of lack of interest in this course. Equipment for this build- 
ing to meet State Department requirements is being 
amortized over a three year period which will add much to 
our high school curriculum. The former inadequate library 
was remodeled into a small classroom. New equipment has 
been added to the Physical Educational program. 


The one remaining project which should be done at the 
high school as soon as funds can be made available, is the 
remodeling of the former science laboratory into suitable 
quarters for biological science, earth science and general 
science. Estimates for this project exceeded five thousand 
dollars. Because of the large increase in the annual school 
budget for this year the School Committee reluctantly 
tabled action on this improvement to a later time. 


Future Expansion 


Taxpayers and citizens should keep in mind that addi- 
tional construction will be required within the next two or 
three years when the large class enrollments at the Pri- 
mary school reach the Grammar school. The Grammar 
school building accommodates two classes of each grade 
from the fourth through the eighth grade. These rooms 
are not adapted for more than 30 students, which is the 
state ratio of student-pupil requirements. 


The enrollment at the Primary school building with its 
four room addition, numbers in the seventies and eighties 
per grade. When this bulge reaches the Grammar school 
some additional construction will be required. 


Acknowledgments 


This is the fourteenth consecutive year that Wellman 
Chevrolet Company has supplied the school with a Chev- 
rolet sedan for use as a driver training car. This courtesy is 
deeply appreciated by the school officials. The schools are 
also grateful to the International Paper Company Founda- 
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tion for the funds made available for the publication of the 
public-relations brochure that was distributed last spring. 
Also to the Otis Mill for their many services rendered to the 
school in an almost unaccountable manner.

Report of Livermore Falls Water District 


The annual report on the activities of the Livermore Falls 
Water District for the year 1962 is hereby submitted. 


The ground work as laid in 1961 for the new tank on 
Woodchuck Hill was fully completed in “62”. The base and 
tank slab was put in by K. & H. Foster of Wilton and con- 
tained four (4) tons of regular reinforcing steel. The en- 
tire base was laid on solid ledge. The tank was erected by 
Stebbins Engineering & Manufacturing Co. of Watertown, 
New York. It consists of a glazed tile lining, reinforced 
concrete wall, twenty-seven (27) tons of steel, a three (3) 
inch layer of foam glass and covered with a corrugated 
aluminum cover. The top slab or cover of the tank is of 
cement with five (5) tons of steel, a one (1) inch insulation 
and five (5) coats of asphalt. All metal imbeded in the ce- 
ment, that is the cleanout, vent, overflow, ladder braces, 
etc., are of stainless steel; to make it as near maintenance 
free as possible. 


The pipe for this project, which was laid by Omer Bei- 
saw of Wilton consisted of 1,181 feet of 10” transit pipe on 
Mayflower Road & the Dow Right-of-Way, 2,909 feet of 8” 
transite pipe on Juniper Road & Lavoie St., 248 feet of 
6” transite pipe at the tank for blow-off, and 73 feet of 6” 
transite pipe on Elm St., plus all gates and fittings. Three 
new hydrants and gates were also added at corner Elm and 
Bellevue, corner Lavoie and Juniper, and Juniper at inter- 
section of Bellevue. 


The pump station on Jewell St. was also built by K. & H. 
Foster of Wilton. One hundred feet of six (6) inch pipe 
was laid on Jewell St. to connect with the present line. A 
Monoblock pump was also installed by the District. 


A new extension, 185 feet of six (6) inch was also added 
on Cortland Road by Leon Dow. 
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The new tank is now in operation and has been for some 
time. The new tank which has been completed will not at 
the present time help the Jay Village Water District any, 
either on pressure on Jay Hill or fire protection, until a 
connecting ten (10) inch line has been laid between the Jay 
High School pit and Mayflower Road. This of course is up 
to the people of Jay Village. 


Listed below is the water used this past year. 


Total flow, 267,720,300 gallons 


Low line—Pond 138,381,000 gallons 
Low line—Well 0,409,300 gallons 
Reservoir—Pond 119,624,500 gallons 
Park St. Sta—Pump 4,305,500 gallons 


Decrease from 1961, 6,685,500 gallons 


The new services installed this year were less than the 
last thirteen-year average of twenty-five. Twelve (12) new 
ones were put in at Jay and three (3) in Livermore Falls 
totaling fifteen (15) and none were changed or replaced. 
During the year thirty-six (36) old or broken Erie covers 
were replaced with Pentagon caps, five service boxes were 
lowered or straightened and three (3) raised and nine (9) 
repaired. 


Two 6” mains froze in 1962, one on Souther Road, Liv- 
ermore Falls, the other on Cortland Road, Jay. Both were 
left until spring to repair. At Souther Road after repairing, 
the road was raised and re-tarred by the District with the 
Town crew doing the work. At the Cortland Road freeze- 
up no damage was apparent as no leaks ever showed up. 
Twenty-one services had to be thawed by the District. 
During the year four (4) service leaks were repaired. 


Six main line leaks were repaired this past year, none 
serious: Depot, High & Sewall Sts., Pettingill Road at old 
dump and one in front of Margie Pettingill’s, Augusta Road 
at C. Poland’s and Marsello & Jewell Sts. Several road 
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boxes had to be repaired, lowered or raised, and 46 feet of 
one-inch copper was laid to replace the old 1!4-inch gal- 
vanized line on Baldwin Street which was practically filled. 
This next year another seventy-five feet should be laid to 
put this section in good condition. 


The regular operational routine was carried on this year 
as in the past, spring and fall hydrant and sewer flushing, 
mowing of right-of-ways Pond and Reservoir. This past 
year forty-seven (47) customers were assisted, some for out- 
side work, some to borrow tools and others to get materials 
quickly not obtainable elsewhere. 


This seemed to be our off year for having repairs to hy- 
drants. Record Foundry No. 3, calking joint (twice), Floyd 
Moulton’s, Pettingill Road, calking joint, Souther Road at 
Willard Parker’s, gate blew off on new 12” line, relocated 
hydrant on Main Street at Sampson’s Tri Town Plaza, De- 
pot Street at G. F. Knight and at Parker’s Lunch, both gate 
seats, Knapp & Green, gate seat. The hydrant in front of 
the Park Street Station was completely smashed by a truck. 
All damages were immediately paid for by them. 


Meters seem to be the next item on the list. Two were 
changed — Dime-O-Matic and Lucien Pomeroy’s and two 
new ones were added. One was put in at Sampson’s Tri 
Town Plaza and one at William Chabot’s, Shuy Corner.

Livermore Falls Water District 
January 1, 1961 to December 31, 1961 


An audit of the financial records of the Livermore Falls 
Water District has been completed for the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1961. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS . . . The operations of 
the district for the 1961 year resulted in a new income of 
$5,766.26, an increase of $2,963.88, as compared with the 
preceding year. A comparative summary of the operations 
for the two years is as follow:

The increase of $4,871.93 in operating revenue was due 
principally to the discontinuance of a 10% discount on 
promptly paid water bills. 


Operating expenses increased. $1,963.17 and were reflected 
principally in distribution, and general and miscellaneous 
accounts. 


FIXED ASSETS . . . The investment in fixed assets 
totaled $459,311.45, a new increase of $7,698.82 for the year. 
The increases were reflected for the most part in the work 
in progress, distribution, and services. 


INVESTMENTS .. . The sinking fund of $16,196.71 
for retirement of bonds showed an increase of $3,441.98 over 
the previous year. The increase was attributed to the trans- 
fer of $3,000.00 from current income and interest earnings 
of $441.98. The fund is on deposit in the Livermore Falls 
Trust Company, Livermore Falls, Maine. 


CURRENT ASSETS .. . The general cash balance 
of $622.97 was on deposit in the Livermore Falls Trust Com- 
pany at December 31, 1961. Petty cash of $100.00 was on 
~ hand. 


The materials and supplies inventory, as taken and tab- 
ulated by personnel of the District, totaled $7,081.00, an in- 
crease of $445.26, as compared with the previous year. 


Accounts receivable totaling $446.95 consisted of current 
customers’ billings of $428.60, and merchandise and jobbing 
accounts of $18.35. ;

CURRENT LIABILITIES .. . Current liabilities con- 
sisted of customers’ deposits $439.08, advance payments 
$34.02 and sales tax payable of $11.17. 

RESERVES .. . The accumulated reserve for de- 
preciation of fixed assets totaled $90,285.41. The charge for 
depreciation for the current year amounted to $5,893.85 and 
were based on approved rates applied to the investment as 
of January 1, 1961. 

Other reserves included funded debt retired through 
surplus and contributions in aid of construction of $43,265.14 
and $3,974.87 respectively. 

SURPLUS .. . The earned surplus amounted to 
$199,348.18, an increase of $5,766.26 for the year. The in- 
crease represented the net income from current year oper- 
ations. 

Scope of Audit 

Cash on hand and in bank was verified by count and/or 
confirmation. Customers’ accounts receivable were verified, 
in part, by a review of receipts subsequent to the year end. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and pay- 
rolls for the entire year and canceled checks were exam- 
ined for a selected period. 

Fixed assets are shown at the recorded book value with- 
out appraisal. The inventory of materials and supplies was 
checked on a test basis. 

Surety bonds covering the treasurer, assistant treasurer 
and the superintendent were on file. The minutes of the 
meetings of the trustees were reviewed. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying balance sheet and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the district at Decem- 
ber 31, 1961, and the results of its operations for the year 
then ended.

LAWS RELATING TO DOGS 


R. S. 1944 as amended by P. L. 1945 


Sec. 9. On or before the first day of April each year 
the owner or keeper of any dog shall apply to the city or 
town clerk either orally or in writing for a license for each 
such dog owned or kept by him. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog 
after the first day of April, not duly licensed as herein 
required, shall within ten days after he becomes owner 
or keeper of such dog, cause such dog to be described and 
licensed as provided above. 


Sec. 11. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the above 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25.00 to be 
recovered by complaint before any trial justice or munici- 
pal court in the county where such owner or keeper resides. 


Sec. 12. The municipal officers of each town shall with- 
in ten days from the first day of June issue a warrant, 
returnable on the first day of July, to one or more con- 
stables, directing him or them to proceed to enter com- 
plaint and summons to court the owner or keeper of any 
unlicensed dog. Provided, however, that the officers may 
call on the owner of such dog and demand that he conform 
to the law and pay the license fee due, and if owner pays 
such fee he shall also pay the officer a fee of 85c, which 
the officer shall retain.

VETERANS’ EXEMPTIONS 


The Assessors would like to take this opportunity to 
notify ALL VETERANS entitled to Tax Exemption that 
the One Hundreth Legislature, under Chapter 112, P. L. 
1961, has added a new provision of law to correct errors of 
the past. The law, in part, is as follows: 


‘Veterans, Widows of Veterans, their children, having a 
taxable situs in the place of residence, must, ON OR BE- 
FORE THE FIRST DAY OF APRIL, notify IN WRITING, 
the Assessors of the town in which he resides and furnish 
PROOF of ENTITLEMENT. 


It might be well for all veterans to get a copy of this 
law and read it so that the responsibility will not be with 
the Assessors. The Assessors are required by law to keep 
within the legal limits of the law and veterans not giving 
the above information, as required, will be assumed by 
- the Assessors to be willing to pay their tax as provided by 


statute. 
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
